70,000 ; Charlotte Thompson about half as
much. 1'jueicault, combining his royalty
as dramatist and hi- - percentage as star actor,
is making two thousand dollars a week at
Wallack's theatre in Xcw Yoik.

sicians, but only a fevy even of these, make
incomes comparable to those made by great
lawyers and great actor.
